Our discussion for this 
wetk will be on ‘shading.” 
This process is very useful 
in bringing to the ‘fore’ ‘the 
features we want to be seen 
and by use of other colors, 
hiding the feature, we den't 
want bronght to the atten. 
tion of others. 

The thing we must re- | 
member is that light colors 
bring attention to an area, 


and dark colers seem to 
hide certain points. As a 
point, if the face is too large 


or round and we want to 
give it an oval appearance 
we would shade the outer 
areas of the cheeks with a 
darker make-up base. By 
using a make-up base one 
shade lighter on the “front” 
of the face we would bring 
attention to that area. This 
would give us the oval ap- 
nearance we were leoking 
for. 

The same rule weuld ap- 
ply to the nose. If the nose 
were rather long and sharp 
in appearance we could ap- 
piv a darker make-up base 
to the ridge of the nose and 
a lighter color to the “‘nos- 
tril” area. This wonld sub- 
due the length and make it 
wider in appearance.
